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Old Guard Loot Blocked 


Plan to Enable Interests to Further Kiddle Roads is Beaten.

JERRY ON THE JOB—That Would Simplify Things 


P 


ROGRESSIVE organized labor, allied with progressive or- 
ganized farmers and the progressive political groups in the 


Senate and House, exploded a mime under the very feet of ihe 
railroad and trust lobbyists at the capitol, on Dee. 30, when 
President Wilson vetoed the Esch bill, designed to enable "in- 
siders" to loot the railroad funds guaranteed by the public 
through the Each-Cummins Transportation Act, and incidental- 
ly to break the unions and degrade industrial conditions in the 
railroad shops. 


This bill had been slipped through both houses without de- 


bate. It had never even been reported by the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee. Fearing the opposition of La Follette, 
who is a member of the committee, the senators who framed it 
up took a secret poll of a majority who were known to be pro- 
railroad, and then brought it to the floor.. 


It appears further that while this bill merely delayed for 


one more year—making seven years of delay—the enforcement 
of the Clayton Act clause forbidding railway supply companies 
having interlocked directors with railroad companies .to deal 
with those railroad companies, it was intended to follow this 
with another bill cutting the heart out of the anti-trust law, and 
making permanent the looting of railroad companies by the rail- 
road supply companies owned by railroad "insiders." 


With this knowledge Sen. La Follette, Sen. Norris, Presi- 


dent Johnston of the International Association of Machinists, 
and the other men active in the new liberal alliance acted. Johns- 
ton went to the White House with a petition from the 16 stan- 
dard railroad labor organizations, asking a veto of the bill. Sen. 
La Follette, for the first time in nearly four years, wrote a letter 
to the President, explaining just what this bill meant to the 
Clayton Anti-trust Act and to the financial safety of even the 
most prosperous of the railroad companies. Secretary of Labor 
Wilson sent to the President a memorandum bluntly discussing 
the crime agairst the whole spirit of fair play toward labor in- 
volved in this repudiation of th* authority of the Railroad Wage 
Board. For the shop work, when let out to the supply com- 
panies, would not be regulated by the award of the Board. 
Moreover, the supply companies were to be paid extravagant 
profits from the railroad funds precisely in order that they 
might wage a war to break the unions. 


Besides these steps, many others, more or Jess confidential, 


were promptly taken by the liberal conference and by liberal 
members of the administration. It is no secret that four mem- 
fr«rs of the Interstate Commerce Commission had waged a bitter 
fifcht against the scheme, and that Commissioner Woolley urged 
th* President against signing the bill. The result was a veto 
whose announcement in the Senate sent Sen. Kellogg, head cf 
the pro-railroad clique, rushing about the chamber, wringing 
his hands in protest and amazement. 
Smoot was astounded. 


L« Follette, jubilant, offered to begin the discussion of the veto 
at once, while Smoot wanted it sent to committee. La FoDette's 
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motion that it He on the table until the Senate should take it up 
was adopted. The Old Guard realized that they could not hope to 
pass it over the veto, as the discussion promised by La Toilette 
and his associates would either lead to the killing of other bills 
through long delay, or would so enlighten the country that a vote 
for the bill would be politically dangerous. 


The President, in his veto message, quotes his own message 


of seven years ago, demanding legislation to "effectively pro- 
hibit and prevent such interlocking of the directorates of great 
corporations—banks and railroads, industrial, commercial and 
public service bodies—as in effect result In making . . . those 
who sell and those who buy but the same person trading under 
different names and in different combinations, and those who 
affect to compete in fact partners and masters of some whole 
field of business." 


He finds that for various reasons six years of delay of en- 


forcement of this prohibition of interlocking deals have been 
granted, and that that has been sufficient time for preparing to 
obey the law. The soundness of the principle is not challenged, 
and—'The wholesome effects which its application was intend- 
ed to produce should no longer be wfthheld from the public and 
from the common carriers Immediately concerned, for whose 
protection it was particularly designed." 


The last bit of sarcasm was probably not lost upon the rail- 


road senators who had thought themselves too sharp for La 
Pollette and the progressive alliance. 


The debate on the veto promises some high explosives, 


which may in sensational fashion force the Old Guard and the 
Republican party management from its hidden trenches into the 
open.
